I.'!, at llio (_'oop-.,r InstiUitc in Xew Vorlc 
hy ihe Deniocratii; party, in tlic rcsoliiliuns 
that were passed it is slulcd lliat '• the Invtd- 
tigalioos by Congress and the State Legisht- 
tiiro have disclosed the existence of fearrul 
and unexampled corruption and cxtruvngance; 
that unless these enormous frauds bo checked, 
the whole country iiinst be involved in bank- 
ruiilcy and diilioiior." Anotlicr resolution 
denouiicL's tlic ciiiaiicipation proclamation as 
" a measure that must Ijo neccs-arily inojiora- 
tive, ine.vpodient, and no pos.~il)lc ;,'ood can 
result from it." Further that ilic sa-;pc:k-.i(in 
of habeas corpus was entirely wrong. Still 
the meeting professed loyalty to the Union 
and Coostitutinn. 

Mr. Jdlni Van liuren, a noted jioliliciun 
and son of cx-I.'rL'sidi;iit Van flurcn, made ii 
spcecii. In tins he alluded to a conversation 
Willi (icn. ^Vads\vortll tho Ilt'|mlj!ican caiidi- 
dato (or Governor i I Xew York : 

" Mr. Wiiilsworlli s;viil: 'V\'c will Mliip tlioni (ind

'No,' said he, 'wcwill whip 
thorn and let them i;o,' and he beini,' a military 
man and I a ciriliaii, he .'.tarted .Suiilh U) whip 
them, while I stand here to kt tlii;n ijo." [Lauyli-

Ho coiu'niies, that the war ou^hl lo be 
puslieil on till Uiclirnond i.s taken, then :

I liclict i.' n loiu tiitwn s/iould 
be culled. I believe our ^iiiUlicni In ethrrn <iiii//it to 
be inviteil tu sm-U a conveiUion. 1 believu" that 
when UichiuDnd is lakcii llicy will be salisKed uf 
their inability lo contend with ibu i,'ii;antic re- 
sources of the free and loyal ."5t;itcs of this Union. 
They have sull'ered prndigiously and must sullVr 
more, i will nut believe thiU they have utterly 
lorijottcii tbcijhiriuus and precious histories of oi r 
past career. 

" He then goes on to say, if he had a wife who 
would not stay with him, ho would help pack her 
iilf" lie wuiild trciii the .South in the same way. 
' 1 believe,' he crMitinued, 'they ucuid come iulo 

enliven tion, that we could au'rec to live togelher 
under the constitution as it is, or with more dis- 
tinctly dorming what the constitution is. And if 
they won't consent, then I know that 1 am in f.i- 
Tor of so anieiiding the constitution as to let them 
go, saying to thcin la the language of the gallant 
bcott, 'wai/u'urd .v/.i^c 5, dejJitrt iu pence.' " 

Such being tliu opinion of llie ilcinocralio 
loader*, we may concluiln that if Uichuiorul 
be not taken, there will bo an end to itic 
Union, Bill tho roforcncn to llio nallant 
Soolt brings out a new disclo.snru. l!y some 
means a l-,tter that (.len. Scott ivrolo to Sev.- 
ard, before iho iaauyiiralion uT Lincoln, came 
to li^^ht at the moo iiij,'. It .sluiws Iho opin- 
ion uf the ^^roat ^'crioral. It may bo liiscan- 
ilij o[iinioii,or it iiuiy be candour in Iho gni>o 
of treason. It was written March 3il, 18U1, 
one day before Lincoln's inauguration. 
Here is the pilh of it : 

To meet Iho cxlraordiuary e-xigcucies of the 
limes, it .seems to mo that I am guilty ol' no arro- 
gance in limiting tho President's Held of selei iion 
to one of tho four plans of procedure subj lined. 

I. Throw off the old and assume a new desigiia- 
tion— the Uaioh party ; adopt tho conciliatory 
measures proposed by .Mr. Criitendun or the reacc 
Convention, and my lilc upon it, we shall Ii.tvo no 
new case of secession ; but, on the contrary, an 
uarly return of many, it not of all Ilie .Slates 
which have already lin.k en oil' frnm the Union. 
Without soiQj <i|uallv benign ineasuie, tbe re- 
maining slaveholiling States will probably join the 
Montgomery Uoni'rderacy in less than (iU days — 
when this city, being included in a foreign country, 
would require a pcriuanout ganison of I't least 
uc5,0U'.l troops lo protect the Government within it. 

II. Collect the dnlieii on foreign goods outside 
the ports of which this (iovernnient has lost the 
coinmantl, or close such porl-s hy act of Cungrcas, 
and blockiide tlieni. 

III. Cuiniuer the seceded States by invading 
armies. Mo doubt this might be donu in two ur 
throe years by a young and'able General—.^ Wolfe, 
a Dcsnix, or a Ilochc, with 300, (JOO disciplined 
men— estimating a third for purrisona, and a loss 
of n yet greater number by skiruiislies , sieges, bat- 
tles, and Southern fevers. The deslrui tioii of life 
and property on the other side, wmikl lie Iri^httiil, 
liowcver pcriectf the moral ili.'.eipliiie of the inva- 
ders. 

The conquest completed at that enormous waste 
of human life. to tho Korth and Nuitbwost— lyith 
at leMt $250,000,000 added thereto, and eui bpno f 
Fifteen devastated provinces ! not to be brought 
into harmony with their conquerors ; but to be 
held fur generations, by heavy gamsons, at an 
expense quitdruplo the net duties or taxes which it 
would bo possible to o.vtort from thom— followed 
by a I'rolectur or an lOuiperor,.- ,,1 c.:. i ij ., ,.

No ono oiiii look back on our oaroor for 
the last twelve. naooths wilhout being aston- 
ished at the ffOQ^erfui change that has lakon 
place, ■!<» effeoVtbq diflarenoo between our 
condition aovr «»nd then. To tliose who have 
been Ii^inj5 in the midst of iho eoeiie of ac- 
ti'Jn, llio transition has }^ono on without ox- 
ciliii" any eXtraoriJinary iilleiition ; but !o 
thosu who luivo been nbsoiil from ihfse Col- 
onies fur a fijw rnontlis, it sconis like aoino 
magical traiisfoi-mrttion. Whether wo re- 
gard tl»e cUange a3 respecting our popula- 
tion ; Ihe growth of our commerce ; the in- 
creased vftlu^ of property ; tlio accessions 
that Iiavo been ttiado to our stock ol knowl- 
edge, of our resources niid llieir extent ; Iho 
number and i»lpnrtance of our public vTork.s 
the sctili'inont of jnr wild lanils ; the num- 
ber and Value of improvuments in the shapo 
of buililiugs CPeeied in our city, everything 
shows tt vast leap- Everything convinces 
us that We aire going ahead of evorylhiug on 
this sitlo of Californiii, with a spe^d and a 
certainty that tnus' defy rivalry. As to our 
population, nlthouf;h the census has nol yet 
been inken, ihcro U not ihe pli[,'htcst duuht 
but that our Pi-'rrnniiont popuI.Uioii lias fully 
doubled itself t^'iico the beginning of this year.

trade with Son Francisco have equally given 
prool's of their increased importance during 
the pa.-it year. 

Bound Up with the pro-iierity of our com- 
merce and our mining interests. Keal Estate 
gives ample evidence of the healthy condition 
of both. Kvcr since '0'.), the prico of land in 
tbe city and neighborhood has been steadily

Hou3c in Committee of the Wholo, Mr. Cockoi 
in the ch.iir. Tho eoamiunicaliun of Ili.s E.\ccl- 
leiu'V. enclosini^ copies of corrcni'ondenc; wiili 
the City Council ia reUtion lo the above, came 
under considerivlion. 

Mr. Gary sidd that the loan reiiuirod by llie 
Coinorntioa was essentially neeessary that public 
work iniKht be curried on. The ninoinil raised 
might juBt now bo laid out to pecuH,-vi' advanta^e^ 
while iulior w.i.i clicip and employment scanty. 
All that llie House wr..s roqiiircil to iln was after 
biinils hud been issiicd by tlio City Council Ui pass 
an act to conlirin llicni, ami he I'l'l! sure lliat the 
menibcrd present favorably entcrtaiaed the idea. 
1 1 was as tvoll to couUrm the loan. To any "r^ — ^ 
the Counoil's guarantee was atone luiflolent was 
but to reitoratc a trulam, though tho doubt thrown 
upon the security by ;hat body mi.jht reader a loan 
diihcult to ueRoliate unless the boiuLs were cua- 
iirincd by the Leuislalure. All must ajjrce that it 
was desirable that thu iuoiu^\- be raised and the 
beat necurity ail'oided to the subsiribins. Tbi' 
Coiporalion, however, proposed tliat llic lioiids 
should be paid in 1808. 'I'hU tUe Ilnudu could 
not coullrni, for the Act only peraiilted tin; City 
Council to borrow money for throe year.s. He 
then pi()])ose(l the following resobUion : 

That His Kxuslleney bo rc(iuu«ted lo give 5\ich 
HU.-iranice as may be expedient on the part of the 
lioTiM imieiit hir Iho re-paynient by the .Muuici- 
pal Council of any monies borrowed upon liond.s 
wiiliin the authority uf llio "Actio incorporato 
the City of ■\'ictoriii." 

Mr. UiiiK thoushl it rli;lit that tho IIoubo should 
in every way assist the eiu|doyrnint of labor, lie 
sui;:^e8tcd, hou over, tliat payment sluin'.d be guar- 
anleed U])oa the uhole revenue of tl.c cebniv, and 
propo.icil Ihe foUoivini,' aiaoriduii'iir : 

Tbat Ibo guai-uniee of tlie x' )'"';) oc founded 
U|ioa tlie f,'eiural rovi uue of the culony. 

.Mr. Fiaiiklin said it was quite unnecessary tu 
diniMisa the ability of the Conned to procure a 
loan on their own responsibility, He tliuu(flit the 
powcr.s they liad nbndiieil were ample. It was 
enoiish that tlie city recinired i.'., IIIU fur iniincdialii 
imrpose-^, and llial if ailJitic.nal i,-iii'.ranlc(' wuu'.d 
liut enable the corporation to pio'-ure a loan at a 
lower rate of interest, tho House should ail'ord it. 
tlo differed howovor an to the manner in which 
this should be done; ho therefore moved at an 
amendment llio following : 

Thalthc Ilouiic in coinniitlee, having taken into 
consideration, etc., etc. , do reconinieii'd that the 
t^uatautce asked for bo granted for n pcrinil n<it 
e.xcei ilinc; two years, anil that leave be grautcil l-o.- 
Ilie introdactiou of i\ Loan liill. 

Mr. Cary regarded ilie introduction of a Loan 
Bill as futile, us they would nut be able to carry it 
through [his session; and a term of two years was 
contrary to the proTldons of the Incorporation 
Act. 

Mr. Ilelnicken observed that if it were in his 
power to repeal tlie Incorporation .\ct, he would 
do sn al unco. Tho idea uf the City Council, whojc 
inenibirs should lie well acquainted Willi trie pro- 
vi.sioiis of Ihe Cliarter, asking puuraiitoe nir .a 
loan ti. extend to the year IStiS. Tho lliiiiR was 
abhurd. I Hear, hear.] 'l liey hail not as let raised 
one farthing, nor ntiempted' to do «o. He thonld 
oppose the grantin{{ of any guaranHo. 

Mr. Cnry said there had not ystbecn time. The 
passage of a bill by the Council to provide a reve- 
nue for tho Corporation bad but to pass one more 
sta^e to become law. Tho Act provided forn loan 
in this cmcrgoney. 

Mr. Ilelrackcn objected lo the House ffuaran- 
tening any loan. If there were iiiinii^'ranls re- 
quiring empliiymcnt at the iircscnt muinciil, there 
wouhl doubtless be more still three years hence. 
I.ct Ihe city collect its revenue instead of obtaining 
a loan. He expressed himself u.s more particn- 
larly oppo.«ed to a loan Iji in:? raised upon Ihe secu- 
rity of tlio whole revenue of the colony for one par- 
ticular locality. If it were csjcntially necessary 
that a loan be obl.iined that immigrants might be 
employed, let the Government procure it for its 
own expenditure. Let the Governor be petitioned 
tu prorogue tho Hoasc for 24 hours, and then they 
could incot and pnn such supply bills aa would 
enable the Kxecutive to obtain funds for the prose- 
cution uf public works, at an early period. Thus 
mi^tbt disircss be alleviated, 

Mr. C iry considered such a stop to be out of 
the question. The IIon«e could only now ..^it for 
aaolh«r six wccki ; and much clfort would be 
ncoassary_ to concluds the business at present un- 
der coneideration. At the end of a sciiion it 
woidd never do to go Into such Important mea- 
sure. 

Mr. Hint; said all this iliscussion had occurred 
upon tlic assuniiition tliat the Corporation could 
raise a revenue. The lion. Speaker had very pro- 
perly recommended lhat Iiis Kxcrllencv be peti- 
tioned to prorogue the llunse, ihat ani'enduieiiis 
to the Act might bo passed without delay. (No, 
no.) 

Mr. Ilclmcken rose to explain that his sugges- 
tion was not intended to refer to amendmerils to 

the Incorporation Act. 

Mr. King urged that sncu jirorogalion for the 
purpose of amending the ,\ct'wiiul(l bo most sali.s- 
i'uctory to tho Council and the public. 

Mr. Franklin said the only point to consider was 
]\OVI the corporation would be able to ulitaiii the 
desired loan; and the House slionhl take such 
steps as would enable it to be procured. 

Mr. King said that if he understood tho resolu- 
tion of Mr. Cary, the Government would guaran- 
tee tiic p.iyment of Ihe loan out of the Municipal 
revenue, which did not exis'. 

Mr. liurnaby approved tho original resolution. 

>Ir. Helmeken moved as a re-amendment: 

That this House is ol opinion that the rovonuo 
of the Municipal Cnuneil ought to bo suflicient lo 
meet existing emergencies. ' 

After some further discussion, the three amend- 
ments ncre put and lost, when the resolution was 
carried. 

I'ErlTIO.V OF THE MUNICI1'.\I, COUNUir,. 

The next business was the petition from the 
Mayor and Council of the City of -\'ietiiri.i, Jiray- 
iii|f for llitf passage of certain anicndinenln lo .-Vet 
of Incorporation. 

In moving tliat the above !ie received .Mr. 
Franklin alluded to tho doubts exprcsbed therein as 
to the powers of the Council, and recommended it 
for the consideration of the House. 

Mr. Ilclmcken saiu lhat it was not for the 
House to consider whether the powers of the 
Council were snilicient or not. It ir.-is not compe- 
tent to amenil the Act during tho present session. 
He considered fnrlherinore lhat it was a private 
bill for which cusloniary feci, etc., would lia\u to 
be paid. 

Mr. Cary — No, no. The Incorporation Act wa.-, 
not private, so how can a hill to amend it be pri- 
viito ? 

Mr. Ilclinckcn adhered to bis opinion and 
moved, 

Thalthc Muuivipal Council bo informed it is 
not in the power of tho House to grant the prayer 
of the jietitioii. 

Mr. liing again suggested that the Oovornor 
^bonld b? solicited to prorogue tho Uouso fur 24 
hours, etc. 

Mr. i'ranklin said ho would never wish to push 
any thing ho felt couvinccd was unparliamentary, 
(liear, hear.) 

Tho resolution of Dr. Ilrlmcken was then pi't 
to the vote and carried unanimously. 

House adjourned until this afternoon at the 
usual hour.
